Persons shall be taxed according to 
their means and snail iiave according 
te their needs. We will have trusts, 
nothing but trusts in our state, but we 
will all be in the trust. The operatives 
will not work 12 or 14 hours a day, 
but four or five. We will be in the 
field in 1900 with a new party.

Betwren the curve vf ib>- Macedo- 


nian frontier uf the luuuuiaius of Khas- 
Ma and the open, tiiwn of Kalabakn, 
which terminates the loug western 
plain of TiHJSsaiy, lie the mouauerie§ 
dt Meicora. A casual glaucc gives the 
idea of tbe whole space ik-iug occupied 
by liue* of bare hills, but on a nearer 
uupectiou a curious amphitheater is 
found, carved oat among the moun- 
tains, and this is. occupied by u most 
extraordinary •cullectiou of rocks, on 
which ar« penned, hk« storks* nests 
or the turbau fa a Turkish tombstone, 
tbe aerial ironasteries of Meteora. In 
one place a huge monolith is found lit- 
erally crowned with buildings, as in the 
case of the monastery of All Saints, 
popularly known as Haglos Barlaani; in 
another a group of jagged rooks will 
have one point capped by a monastery, 
as is seen in St. Nicholas. The most 
striking feature about these monaster- 
ies ia the method by which they are 
reached, either by loose ladders hanging 
outside the perpendicular rocks or by 
being wound up by means of a windlass 
in a net at the end of a rope. 


From its beautiful position, its fuze 


and the fair preservation of its build- 
ings the monastery of Haglos Barlaam 
is a very good specimen of these fifteenth 
century uouasteries, but what makes 
ibis one of especial interest is that 
the rope is said to be the longest need 
for tbe purpose—340 feet The ladders 
to this monastery are not so difficult 
to climb as some, but inasmuch as they 
pnll one every time you grip them an 
oscillate frightfully it is pleasanter t 
risk the net. 


The monastery of Hagloe Nikolao 


appeared to be in a totally dilapidate 
condition and entirely deserted whe 
we visited Meteora, while the ladders 
•which rise from a neighboring peak an 
bang from the bare rock, are impractica 
fale. All these monasteries are nnde 
the archimandrite, a man of oommanc 
ing presence and saintly countenance 
Tho village of Kasrraki is jammed i 
between the outer rocks of this cnriou 
amphitheater, and in the slit of thi 
rocky wall at the back of the villag 
stands a most peculiar hourglass look 
ing monolith. The rocks ou either sid 
are perforated with 
strange 
holes 


which in the fourteenth century wer 
inhabited by the monks of St. Anthony

Safety Kleraton. 


An improved system has been adopt 


ed in respect to the new elevators for 
the library of congress. They ere bnill 
with a special view to safety, and in

Figs For Northern Markets. 


Fresh figs are not known or appreci- 


ated in northern markets, and conse- 
quently the demand is too limited to 
enoonragft shipments. It seems doubt- 
ful if the distant shipment of fresh tig* 
will ever become a profitable business. 
The fruit is more perishable than any 
other that is generally marketed. It can 
be handled only by the ffiosfc careful 
and experienced persons, and even then 
it is not in a condition to show its best 
quality. Ripening in midsumnior, when 
the northern markets are crowded with 
many well known fruits and not being 
especially attractive to the eye, fresh 
figs would :it best gain favor slowly. 


The fact that many people do not care 


for them at the first would be another 
obstacle in the,way of their popularity. 
Moreover, the ng is a tedious crop to 
bundle vrhvu iu proper condition for the 
market. Jt is necessary to pick the trees 
over carefully every day during the sea- 
ion or nuuih frnit will be overripe. 
With large trees this involves nmch la- 
)or. The acrid juice of the immature 
fig «ats into tho fingers of the pickers 
and packers, while rainy weather oc- 
caaion.s heavy (oss by the cracking of 
he fruit, which renders it unfit for 
market.—Sootliern iitatuA.

SILK FROM THE SPRUCE. 


Palp Fiber I* round «o 3**ko s Vary 


Good SBbrtltat*. 


Silk of excellent quality ia being 


made from the spruce tree in Europe, 
and a movement is on foot to establish 
the industry in thw country. It u said 
that the cost of making silk by this proc- 
ess ia one-fifth that of the spinning 
from the silkworm cocoon. Tho fiber 
takes dye as readily «8 the animal prod- 
uct and can be woven as securely and 
as rapidly. It is also claimed that the 
tensile strength of tbe fabric is as great, 
aa if not greater than, the real silk. 


Although the spruce lends itself to 


the process better tban most woods, oth- 
er forms of pulp can be used, the in- 
ventor even declaring that old newspa- 
pers, after Ihey have been cleaned of 
the printer's ink, may be readily made 
into silk. The inventor, who has made 
the subject a study for 20 years, based 
his experimental work on the fact that 
the silkworm, in eating and assimi- 
lating the leaf of the mulberry tree, ob- 
tained the foundation of the silk from 
vegetable fiber. In trying to hit upon 
the particular chemical process that tbe 
original fiber went through hefore it 
was spun as silk by the loom he found 
that after the fiber had been separated 
it needed the chemical action of a cer- 
tain form of glucose. In the new treat- 
ment the tree is crushed, and the result- 
ing fiber is mixed with glucose and 
then placed in deep metal tubs. A disk, 
somewhat like a steam piston, is then 
forced down on tbe mass by hydraulic 
pressure until it is compressed into a 
very heavy gam. At tbe bottom of the 
tubs are tubes terminating in tiny glass 
nipples, with exceedingly small aper- 
tures. Under the hydraulic pressure the 
miiture is forced out of these glass 
nipples in silklike fibers, which are so 
fine that the girls who are employed in 
this portion of the process are obliged 
to wear highly magnifying glasses in 
order to see when auy of the fibers 
break.' 
The material is then car- 


ried over electrically heated drums, 
which dry the ether and the alcohol 
out of it. It is thea plunged into iced 
water, dried and spooled for tho looms. 
—Buffalo Express.

there are a few persons -who are in this 
condition, bnt it also includes all the 
forms of partial color blindness in 
which the perception of oue of the 
fundamental colors—red, green and 
violet—is wanting, 
and which are 


known as red blindness, green blind- 
ness and violet blindness. The line be- 
tween these various kinds of color blind- 
ness and a perfect perception of colors 
is not sharply drawn, so that a largo 
number of persons have what is called 
a feeble color sense, which falls short 
of actual color blindness. There is no 
doubt that color blindness in its vari- 
ous forms is much more common than 
is generally supposed, and it is ntore 
common among the imperfectly than 
the well educated classes, and it is, cu- 
riously euongh, still more common 
among Jews and Quakers, probably 
from hereditary causes. It ia ten times 
more frequent among males than fe- 
males in the general population, bnt 
among Quakers it is nearly the same 
iu both sexes. In the general popula- 
tion 4-16 per cent, or about 1 male in 
every 25, are color blind.—New York 
Ledger.
